LAND AND SEA. 
RUSSIAN VICTORY. 

London, May 9.—The Globe publishes the fol- 
lowing, dated Pera, Tuesday night: ‘‘The Rus- 
sians have gained an important victory between 
Kars and Erzeroum. The Turks have retreated 
upon Erzeroom. It is ramored that 14,000 Turks 
were captured. Rumors of an armistice come 


from Bulgaria. 


STRATEGICAL. 

Loxpox, May 9.—A dispatch from Erzeroum 
dated the Oth says: ** The Russians are surround- 
ing Soghoute, and concentrating for an attack on 
Moukhtar Pasha's position at Barbidiz and Yeni- 
keri. The Russian force which occupied Bayazid 
is now advancing in the direction Khamoumi and 
Antob, leaving Karakihsa and Alashkirt on their 
right. Bayazid has now been placed under control 
of the Russian Prefect of Police. 

A Vienna correspondent, discussing the military 
situation in Asia, saye the simultaneous advance 
by the caravan road from Bayazid towards Erzer- 
oum on the left, from Alexandropol to Kars, in 
the centre, and on the right towards Batoum, 
leaves little doubt that the object of the Russian 
operations ig Erseroum. Mukhtar Pasha com- 
mands the junction of the two roads leading from 
Kars, through the passes of Soghoute and Dagh. 

KALAFAT AND WIDIN; 

Bucmangst, May 9.—The Turkish batteries at 
Widin ceased firing yesterday afternoon. Their 
shells did not reach Kalafat. The Roumanian 
shells only reached Turkish vessels off Widin. 

BLOCK-HOUSE BURNED.

Six Men Killed and Seven Seriously 
ng Scenes at the Mouth of 
| the Fatal Shaft.

Forrevuln Pa., May 9.—A fearful explosion 
of fire-damp occurred at Weaeeville shaft, near 
this tity, this morning. How it happeped is not 
yet known, but it is supposed there was a large fall 
of coal, which forced a lot of gas out of a breast 
that had mn idle some time, and this, becoming 
ignited from the lamps of the men, caused the ex- 
plosion. Jolin Durkin, residing at St, Clair, 
was instan killed by ome of the flying 
timbers whith were buried abont in the 
shock. He eaves d wife and one child. 
William Kirk, living im the same piace, wae 
also killed. Me leaves a wife and three children. 
Thomas Connors, Joseph Milward, Herbert Moore. 
and | Mosely were penned in by a strong 
darricade of falling coal. All the available 
miners were immediately set to work to rescue 
them, if possible, but the air was eo impregnated 
that it was ble for them to work mort than 
a minute or at a time. All of them have been 
taken oat dead. They must have been literally 
roasted, as their bodies, upon their arrival at 
the top of the shaft, presented a sickening 
sight, with their clothing burned from their bodies, 
the hair from their heads, and their flesh banging 
in shreds from their bodies. Connors was a newly - 
married man. Milward was unmarried. Mosely 
was married, but leaves no children. Moore leaves 
a wife and several small children. Besides those 
who were killed were a number of badly burned— 
Jonun Reese, John A. Teany, Patrick Gibbons, 
Dennis Brennan. John McAtee, and Abraham 
Jones. Most of them are young, anmarried men. 
The scene in the vicinity of the shaft beggars 
description. As each cage came up to the 
top of the shaft the women rushed for- 
ward to nee if any of their 
husbands, brothers, or sons were among the num- 
ber killed or wounded. The mouth of the shaft 
wag surtoundied with a crowd of men and women, 
and as one of their relatives came fram the mine 
mjured, or perhaps killed, it was heartrending to 
witness their tears and hear their cries of distress. 
The news of the explosion spread like wildfire, 
and, as all the people living in the vicinity of the 
shaft have relatives working there, they immedi- 
ately rushed to the mouth of the shaft Fora 
it was impossible to learn any- 
thing definite, and the anxiety of the 
watchers canapt be deseribed.

Erzeroum, then Kars and Trebizond must 
fall of necessity, and the possession of Ar- 
menia falls into Russia's hands, effectually 
severing the Turkish communications.

politics of the country do not so treat the 
expenditures of the Government.

They first constitute themselves the 
party,” and forthwith manipulate the em- 
ployment of public officers and the distribu- 
tion of the public expenditures to support 
and sustain the party. The election of a 
Representative in Congress, or a Senator of 
the United States, is not merely a struggle 
as to who shall serve the country in these of- 
fices, but for the power to select a number 
of personal supporters, to be supported 
from the Public Treasury, and, while thus 
maintained at public cost, to watch the per- 
sonal interests of the man in power. This 
is the machine politics which has corrupted 
the whole civil service, destroyed responsi- 
bility, and given a bad eminence to men 
who otherwise would pass into obscurity. It 
is because it has become a recognized’ party 
principle that the men in power have a 
property interest in the distribution of 
public expenditures that our political strug- 
gles are so intensified, and the Nation ac- 
counts for the tenacity with which the 
Democratic party adhere to its organization 
by citing thisfact. It says: 

The Republicans, too, make a mistake in under- 
estimating the sense of wrong felt by the Demo- 
erats at the result of the Presidential election, and 
its effect on their policy. It is not merely that they 
think Mr. Tub was actually elected, and ought 
to have been counted in; the practice of rotation 
and the spoils theory has been so long acted 
upon as a part of the unwritten law, that the sense 
of property in offices has been developed to an 
enormous extent. The notion may be said to have 
reached that stage in which all offices are regarded 
as vestingin the party, immediately on capture, 
under the forms of law, of the machine, the share 
of individual members of course being deter- 
mined afterwards by an equitable division, in 
which, as in the Russian Mir, the spoils are allot- 
ted the members in different quantities, deter- 
mined by the fatness of the soil, their needof 
support, and the work“ they can do. The 
counting-in of Mr. Haves is therefore looked 
upon by the great body of the Democratic party 
not simply as a political wrong, but as a theft from 
its rightful owners of a vast amount of property, 
yielding an income of about $100,000,000. This 
property they see they have an opportunity of 
securing four years hence, and it is on account of 
this chance, quite as much as because of their de- 
testation of wrong in the abstract, that they evince 
so stubborn a disposition to hold together until 
1880. 

One hundred millions of dollars income 
represents a capital at 5 per cent of two 
thousand millions of dollars, equal to the 
whole national debt, and our politics are sub- 
stantially a struggle as to who shall adminis- 
ter the estate, and who shall enjoy this in- 
come. Parties claim a property interest in, 
and men attach themselves to, parties with 
the hope of sharing in the receipts of this 
income. It is this corrupted notion of Gov- 
ernmental functions, purposes, and duties 
which sointensifies politics, and that last year 
brought the nation to the verge of civil war. 

This system or the Government itself must 
be overturned. Incidental to the corrup- 
tion of the civil service is its enor- 
mous enlargement. The machine system 
is forever growing. It is forever adding to 
the plunder which it assigns to its depend- 
ents. A year ago Congress refused to renew 
certain appropriations at Washington, and 
some 700 persons were discharged. The 
public service did not need them. Within the 
last two months over 400 others, and by the 
lst of July some hundreds more, will be dis- 
missed. There wag nothing for them to do; 
they were pensioners suppurted by the 
Treasury, and appointed at the order 
of politicians. The whole drift of the 
evidence now taking in New York is to 
the effect that the service of the Custom- 
House in that city is inefficient and costly, 
and that its liberal reduction will not only 
purify the service, but expedite the business 
and make the force more efficient. Secretary 
Scuvrez solved a great amount of trouble 
concerning Pension Agents by abolishing 
forty of the fifty-eight agencies, and reduced 
the annual expenditure $150,000, These are 
reforms which, though hardly begun, are 
full of promise. They are in the best of all 
directions. The best way to reform 
the service is to abolish so much 
of it as can be dispensed with. There 
is not a party convention in all the 
land which could have been induced to ad- 

vise the dismissal of 1,200 loyal officials at 
Washington, yet that number has been dis- 
missed, and as many more may be dismissed, 


end the public service, instead of being

The increase of offices is one of the most 
demoralizing of all policies. It destroys in- 
dustry. An office is regarded by mankind 
as an easy and a lazy way of getting a living, 
and the man who has once held one forever 
after abandons all effort to make a living by 
industry. It is corrupting. It inflates men 
with a sense of their own importance; so- 
cially, it inspires airs and assumptions of a 
costly as well as an absurd character. For 
each man who gets a place a hundred be- 
come applicants, and continue to fail as ap- 
plicants, and, while such, become the polit- 
ical bummers of some machine 
man, devoting time, and health, and life to

A CHEAP SENSATION. 

Some person of the formidable name of 
James K. Hamruron Woo has been deliv- 
ering a lecture in New York, in which he 
pretended to expose frauds in the United 
States Treasury in the handling of green- 
backs.and bonds, which are so enormous 
that every Congressional Committee that had 
investigated Treasury affairs had agreed to 
conceal them to save the nation from an un- 
precedented scandal. We believe this is the 
same person who was hanging around Wash- 
ington last winter telling all sorts of fabu- 
lous stories to the Democrats about the thefts 
in the United States Treasury, to which the 
Democrats gave sufficient ear to order an in- 
vestigation. The idea that anything could 
be discovered in the administration of the 
Republicans so horrible that even the 
Democrats sonsented to suppress it in 
the face of the Presidential campaign, 
and merely for the sake of the national 
honor, is too preposterous to be entertained 
by reasonable people; yet the New York 
Sun gives Mr. James K. Hamitron Won 
all the prominence 
which a genuine reformer is entitled. The 
modest conclusion reached by this gentle- 
men is that the Treasury notes, bonds, and 
fractional currency, which have been over- 
issued or have not been destroyed when re- 
turned for cancellation, amount to not less 
than $1,000,000,000, or half as much again 
as the entire national debt.

| partment by subordinate officials; some of 


it has been discovered, and the United States 
Treasurer has at times been required to 
make good to the Government the losses for 
which he was responsible. But a moment s 
consideration will show that it is impos- 
sible there could have been , any 
gross and general fraud in the issue of bonds 
and notes as this Treasury lunatic would have 
the country believe. The bonds are issued 
in series and numbered consecutively. The 
record shows just how many bonds are issued 
in each series, the coupon interest paid there- 
on, and the number canceled. Now a bond 
is worthless except for drawing interest and 
subsequent redemption. Bonds that are 
stolen and overissued must either bear a 
number in excess of the limitation of each 
series or be a duplicate of a genuine. number 
inthe series. In either of these cases, the 
bogus character of the bond would be im- 
mediately discovered upon its presentation 
for interest, or the presentation of the 
coupon, or when it is called im for 
final payment. So, too, of the Treas- 
ury notes, which are similarly num- 
bered in series. All this is over and 
above the check of the signatures to the 
bonds and notes which are made only by the 
chief officers of the Treasury. Now, if there 
had been any extensive frauds inside of the 
Treasury Department by means of overis- 
sue, or by means of reissuing bonds and 
notes that had been redeemed and should 
have been canceled, there would have been 
ample indication of the fact long before now 
in a system which has been in practical 
working for fifteen years. The fact is, how- 
ever, that the number of stolen bonds and 
notes discovered in the calling in of the old 
bonds and the retirement of old curren- 
cy has been almost insignificant. The the- 
ory that there are $1,000,000,000 of these 
stolen bonds and notes over and above the 
$2,000,000,000 which are duly recorded is 
simply ridiculous, and palpably suggested in 
mere malice.

The Rio Grande border extends nearly 
1,000 miles, so that itis out of all question 
to suppose it can be effectively policed on the 
American side while the Mexican Govern- 
ment is either favorable to the bandits or too 
weak to lend any assistance to punish them. 


This is, has been, and will probably continue 


to be, the case. There is the strongest pre- 
sumption that the Mexicans encourage this 
outlawry. It is certain that the Mexican 
Government established all along the border 
a wide strip of land known as the “ Free 
Zone,” in which all imports are admit 
ted free of duty; the single purpose 
of this (the Mexican custom-hou ses 
being established within that line) 
wes to enable smugglers to cheat 
the United States Government of its revenues 
by giving them a broad strip of free terri- 
tory in which to receive the imports with- 
out restraint, and from there run them over 
into United States territory. To this busi- 
ness of smuggling, which is carried on ex- 
tensively, has been added brigandage, which 
the Mexican Government not only tolerates 
by taking no measures to suppress it, but 
actually encourages by permitting its citi. 
zens to purchase the stolen property,—thus 
enlarging the outlawry. Under these cir. 
cumstances the raids have assumed a sys- 
tematic and buginess-like character, and it is 
high time that the United States should 
adopt more aggressive measures for protect- 
ing the rich grazing farms along the border. 

The policy which it is proposed to adopt, 
and which was repeatedly urged upon Presi- 
dent Grant in vain, is to notify the Mexican 
Government that these raids must be stopped, 
and, if they are not immediately suspended, 
to authorize the United States troops to fol- 
low the bandits across the river wherever 
they are encountered, attack them on Mexi- 
can territory, recover the property, and bring 
back such prisoners as they can take for mil- 
itary trial on the American side. This policy, 
vigorously pursued, will soon rid the country 
of the border bandits. It will not be strictly 
in accordance with international law, but a 
Government so weak or so corrupt as not to 
suppress outlawry can scarcely object to hav- 
ing it suppressed by a neighboring people 
who are the chief sufferers. Indeed, the 
Mexican Government ought to be grateful 
for the riddance of a vast army of despera- 
does who furnish the material for most of 
the revolutions in that unfortunate country ; 
but, whatever the Mexican opinion of the 
policy may be, the property rights of the 
United States demand its immediate adop- 
tion and energetic enforcement.

The premium now paid for carrying corn in this 
market 1s large enough to indicate that the demand 
for the article is strictly speculative. Indeed, it 
was reported yesterday that there wae nota single 
shipping order here (that was probably an exag- 
geration), though a little was done in the way of 
forwarding corn already held here. Shippers say 
that the market is 3@4c too high to permit them to 
operate ; and a part of this difference is undoubted- 
ly due to extensive undercittting of rates on the 
part of railroads which carry corn to the Bast from 
Southern and Central Illinois, giving a Nberal eup- 
ply to the seaboard at comparatively low figures. 

A good demand for wheat to ship from this city 
continues, and we note that buyers are generally 
willing to pay June prices for cash lots. 
Stocks are rapidly diminishing here and 
elsewhere. Advices from Leith state that the 
granaries there are empty, and Hull is nearly bare, 
being also unable to ebtain a supply of Baltic 
wheat without increasing prices. Car lots ere in 
request in this market, and the outgo is steadily 
large in proportion to the miserably small recefpts. 
The proposition, before referred toin these col- 
ums, to have the inspection of barley hereafter 
conducted by one party, specially qualified to per- 
form the work. meets with general epprobation, 
and it is probable that an arrangement will be made 
so that the plan can de tried on the coming crop. 
An effort will be made to have the dar- 
ley itmepected into a few houses, conven- 
fently located for the railroads and inspector, 
metead of being scattered all over the city. By so 
doing it is thought that one party could easily in- 
spect the receipts of a day in the busiest season, 
and there would then be less chance for a wide dif- 
ference in the quality of the same grade in the dif- 
ferent houses. There ie talk of establishing a new 
grade, to be known as extra No. 2, which will 
cover the grain between the No. 1 and the ordinary 
No. 2, as the inspection has ren for the past two 
years. In other words, this new grade would u- 
clude the fine malting barley, which 1s now classed 
as No. 2, and has sold ata premium of 5@15c per 
bu over regular, and hy sample frequently at a still 
wider difference. It is believed that these changes 
in the inspection would go a long wuy towards cor- 
recting the abuses that have crept into the business, 
and aid in restoring to Chicage much of the trade 
of consumers, which she has lost owing to um- 
versa! distrust of the local fnspection. 

The leading markets were moderately 
active yesterday. were weak early, but the 
principal cereals seen recovered strength, while 
provisions remained tame. The advices from other 
markets were not so favorable as heretofore, though 
a material decline in British consels indicated a 
widespread fearon the other side of the Atlantic 
that Western Europe is slowly drifting fnto a gen- 
eral war. The fine weather here was favorable to 
the coming crops, bat our receipts were rather 
light all round, those of corn, even, being much 
less than the recent average.
